O R D E R

KRS 74.020(7) requires this Commission “encourage and promote the offering of 

high quality water district management training programs that enhance a water district 

commissioner’s understanding of his or her duties.” Pursuant to this statutory mandate, 

the Commission, in conjunction with the University of Kentucky, intends to hold a 

conference on utility issues. This conference includes instruction regarding, inter alia, 

trends in applicable law and regulations, utility management, finance, and 

administration. The Commission finds that the proposed course will enhance a water 

district commissioner’s understanding of his or her duties and should be approved for 

9.5 credit hours of water district management training.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The “Public Service Commission/University of Kentucky 2000 Utility 

Conference,” which will be held on October 23 through October 25, 2000, in Lexington, 

Kentucky, is hereby approved for a maximum of 9.5 credit hours.

2. The Commission’s Executive Director shall retain a record of all persons 

attending the approved course of instruction.
